Chico during the last three weeks, and

have taken place. We have talked to 
several of their prominent men, and 
they all deny that their organization 
sanctions such lawlessness, and say 
they are willing to assist in ferreting 
out the perpetrators. The citizens Are 
alarmed, and there is no 
telling where this thing willend if 
speedy relief is not obtained. Haying 


and harvesting will soon be upon us, 


and every ranch where anything in 
the shape of a chinaman is employed 
is in danger of the incendiary’s torch. 
The Chinamen belonged to the Nin 
Yung Company. They are now lying 
at the morgue and will be buried to- 
morrow. The citizens are going to 
raise a purse of $1,000 reward for the 
arrest and conviction of the assassins, 
and n call will be made upon the 
Governor to offer a like reward. A 
general feeling of sympathy is grow- 
ing in favor of the Chinese.
